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The Trolley Railway Problem. 


The 'trolley railway companies in many parts of New Eng- 


land are having their troubles, and in many cases these are 
very serious. 'These troubles arc not new. They have been 
exislent and increasing for some years and'the outlppk is not 
in-owing any brighter, particularly in the case of lines operat- 
ing in country districts. Many^jVve.bcen .searching diligently 
for a remedy, but nothing that'fills the bill i lias yet been 
bro.ught forward. 
, 


The Federal Electric Railways Commission is study ing _ the 


question and has lately been examining witnesses in Washing- 
ton. The fads brought out convinced the members that the 
financial condition of many of the companies is serious and 
that it will probably grow worse because of mounting costs of 
maintenance and operation and the competition of motor 
vehicles. 
' 
- 


Various remedies were suggested by those who testified be- 


fore the commission. 
Some advocated municipal ownership 


and operation. 
Others thought the fares should be raised 


sufficiently;- to insure fair returns.on the investments. 
The 


public-ownership plan would mean low fares and the making 
up of defidls'by taxation. Another suggestion was that the 
roads should be,relieved of a large share of their taxes and 
.from slate and municipal obligations, which would mean 
placing a part of the burden on the shoulders of the public. 


What will finally be done no one knows. Numerous roads 


have already been "junked" and more are headed in lhat di- 
rection. They have come to the point where their receipts do 
not equal their expenses, and no business can continue on that 
basis for any length of lime. 


!l is a bad slate of things, due chiefly, if not entirely, to 


three causes. 
In the early days of trolley railroading there was 


a craze lhat led to the building of many lines which it should 
have been known would 'never pay. 
Out because some of the 


first lines built yielded large returns it was felt Iliat lo get rich 
qjlickly itVas only necessary lo lay a line of rails almost any- 
w'h'efe and start the cars running over Ihem. It was said and 
believed,that IhesC raods would "create their cny'n business." 
'/Hollowing the many mistakes made in this direction came 
tliif automobile, which" has tremendously cut into [lie business 
not'only'.of the trolley lines, but of the steam railroads also. 
Then came the war,. followed by rapidly increasing costs of 
operation and upkeep. 
The result has been bankruptcy in 


numerous cases an da severe struggle on the part of many 
roads to keep out of Ihe clutches of the sheriff. 
. 


-It is probable that one oulcoiiie will be the discontinuance 


of numerous, lines.that have never paid and which give no 
promise of ever paying." It is not easy to believe that the 
public would be willing to contribute to the support of these 
roads through taxation, and it is a seribus question whether 


;.it should be called upon to do this. The roads provide a public 
'"service,-and-the people that use the service should foot the 


bills. 
People have no right to demand a service for which 


they arc not willing- to pay, and in these days of high costs 
.they should stand ready to pay rates that would meet the 
costs. That is a fair proposition, just as fair in connection 
v.'ilh the trolley railway business as it is in connection with 


v-any'olher kind of business.
